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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-6 and 12-17, drawn to a communication apparatus wherein a 
value of . alpha. +. beta, is controlled by the control means under a relationship of: 
.alpha.-. beta. +.gamma.=2n. pi. (n is an integer). See figure 6. 

II. Claims 1-5, 7-8, 12-16, and 18-19, drawn to a communication apparatus 
wherein a value of (.alpha. +.delta.)+(.gamma.+.psi.) is controlled by said control means 
under a relationship of: (. alpha. +.delta.)-(. beta. +. phi. )+(.gamma.+.psi.)=2n. pi. (n is an 
integer). See Figure 1 0 and Figure 1 1 . 

III. Claims 1-5, 9, 12-16, and 20, drawn to a communication apparatus 
wherein a value of (.alpha. +.delta.)+(.gamma.+.psi.) is controlled by said control means 
under a relationship of: (. alpha. +.delta.)-(. beta. +. phi. )+(.gamma.+.psi.)=2n. pi. (n is an 
integer).
